Having captured the champlonship for hard, 
red spring wheat at the Royal Winter Fair at

JELLICOE 


The passing of Lord Jellicoe will no doubt 
revive the controversy as to which side won at 
the battle of Jutland. For some reason the 
name of Jellicoe has been pepularly associated, 
almost exclusively, with that engagement; 
whereas he was in fact commander-in-chief of 
the Grand Fleet, and directed the large scale 
naval operations in which Jutland was only 
one—though the most important event. 

The tactics employed at Jutland may have 
been defective—they at least did not result in 
the destruction of the enemy’s fleet. But the 
strategy of which those tactics were a part did 
result in leaving it impotent. The High Seas 
fleet never put to sea again until it steamed 
out to surrender. It is for that, not for the 
detailed manoeuvres at Jutland, Jellicoe will 
be remembered.

There is a possibility, even a probabilit; 
that Edmonton taxpayers will pay 
money than the tax levy this year calls for

Not that they are paying more 
than last year; they are paying less. But the 
levy is smaller.

First, since the taxpayers are paying less 
than they paid lust year, the inference is clear 
that they are paying all they can pay. 

The other point is that tax arrears will never 
be paid off unless the collections, year after 
year for many years, are greater than the year's 
levy. The balance over current taxation re- 
presents the gain made in catching up arrears, 
and when there is no balance there is no gain 

The course which the new city council 
should adopt is fairly clear, It should make its 
first objective the encouragement of taxpa; 
in excess of the year's requirements. 5S ; 
lies in that direction, and in no other. There 
are several ways ii: which council can thus 
encourage the taxpayers to even greater efforts 
next year than they have made this year. 

For one thing, counci! should reconsider the 
question of penalties. These have accumulated 
to a point where they are a positive discourage- 
ment to hundreds of taxpayers. In large amount 
they will never be paid) And there is besides 
an element of unfairness in penalizing a man 
because through lack of employment or some 
other unavoidable cause he has not been able

to keep paid up. Penalties should be written 
down, if not written off. 

For another thing, council can and should 
name a provisional tax rate in January, and 
adopt a system of discounts which will make it 
worth while for taxpayers to pay monthly, 
whether arrears or current taxes. Nothing 
draws money like a discount; and the easier 
paying is made the more will pay. 

If these two long overdue changes are made, 
there is a prospect that next year may end with 
a substantial reduction in outstanding arrears, 
fewer homes in jeopardy, more taxpayers on 
the rolls, and the civie finances on a firmer 


basis.

The Chicago Tribune publishes a Washing- 
ton despatch which says the United States- 
Alaska boundary survey have decided that the 
boundary established by W. Ogilvie some years 
ago encroaches on United States territory 2242 
feet on Forty Mile creek and 20 feet on the 
Yukon river. This practically acknowledges the 
accuracy of Ogilvie’s survey. One of the prin- 
cipal points over which there has been contro- 
versy, and which is now settled, is as to the 
ownership of the growing town of Forty Mile 
Creek, at the mouth of Forty Mile creek, where 
it empties into the Yukon river. This place, 
which in summer has a population between 
1200 and 1500 inhabitants, and is variously 
known as McQuestion’s trading post, its old 
name, Fort Cudahy, and Forty Mile, is clearly 
within Canadian territory. The town and the 
mouth of the creek are fully 16 miles on the 
Canadian side of the boundary. Mr. Ogilvie 
made his calculations solely by astronomical 
observations. The United States surveyors used 
both the sextant and the theodolite, and as the 
result is the same, the survey may be accepted 
as correct. 

The Sturgeon grist mill began grinding last 
week. The capacity of the mill, which is run 
by water power of the Sturgeon river, is only 
about 100 bushels a day.

Tasty Tender Turkey SIDE GLANCES — By George Clark 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 

Did you ever wonder how such a purely 
American bird as the turkey every came tp 
have such a strange name? The story has it 
that when the first voyagers arrived in this 
country they believed they had arrived in Asia, 
at a part known as Tartary or Turkestan. The 
birds found there were 
consequently named 
“Turkey” to show that they 
hailed from Asia, Even after 
the geography was straight- 
ened out, the name stuck and 
turkey it still is, even though 
the name was a mistake. The 
turkey, although found in 
America, was taken to 
Europe and there domes- 
ticated, to be returned later 
to its native land by colon- 
ists coming from Europe. 

Turkey meat is one of the best proteins, and 
it has a flavor which seems to be enjoyed by 
anyone who eats meat at all. In buying turkey, 
most people choose the young hen. Pick out a 
bird that is tender, plump, fresh and not too 
old. It is a good plan to order just what you 
want from the butcher in advance. The weight 
of the bird will depend upon the size of the 
family—an 8 or 10 pound turkey may be just 
right for a small family, while a larger turkey 
will be required for a greater number of serv- 
ings if the family is large. The turkey should 
be well washed and thoroughly dried before 
being stuffed. It is advisable to stuff the bird 
the day before it is to be used, after which it 
is returned to the ice box and kept cold. 

While turkey meat is easily digested in 
itself, many people spoil a turkey dinner by a 
stuffing made of sticky white bread, and over- 
seasoned with sage and onions. A fine stuffing 
may be made with the following mixture. 
Grind up enough Melba toast crumbs, which 
should then be moistened with a small amount 
of milk and any desired amount of the follow- 
ing added: Ground celery, raisins and minced 
olives. Do not use too many raisins, and make 
the mixture neither too dry nor too moist. Only 
experience will teach you to blend the right 
proportions to gain the flavor which your 
family most enjoys. Serve a small portion of 
this dressing with each serving of turkey, and 
any person in good health may enjoy it and not 
be disturbed after eating. 

After the turkey is stuffed it should be 
sewed up and weighed. Figure twenty minutes 
of cooking for every pound. When it is time to 
to cook the turkey, place it in a roaster, a 
covered roaster being preferred. A few pieces 
of bacon placed over a breast will keep it from 
drying out. Start in a hot oven 550 degrees 
F. for the first twenty minutes. Reduce to 500 
degrees F. for the next ten minutes, then turn 
the fire down so a moderate temperature is 
maintained for the rest of the roasting. It is 
usually necessary to baste while roasting, unless 
the roaster is a self-basting one. During the 
last few minutes remove the cover from the 
roaster and brown the bird to a turn. Roasting 
is the most popular method of cooking turkey, 
as it improves the flavor which is found in no 
other method of preparation. If you will follow 
these directions, I am sure your turkey will be 
delicious, with a melting, tender flavor. 

With the turkey dinner also serve a raw 
salad, and one or two cooked non-starchy 
vegetables. You may add cranberry sauce, if 
the dessert is non-starchy. For special occa- 
sions a festive dessert may be added out of 
regard for the holiday spirit, but ordinarily a 
dessert of stewed fruit or gelatin will be all 
desired. 

I would suggest that you use more turkey. 
The reason that it seems to be mcre expensive 
is that the season is short and the farmer has 
to sell all his turkeys within two months. If 
more people used turkey it would lower in 
price. When you consider that there is not so 
much waste in turkey as in some other meats 
with heavy bones you will see that the turkey 
goes farther and it is not as expensi®e as one 
might think.

On This Date 


A Day in Canadian History 

On this date in 1837 was fought 
the battle of St, Denis on the 
Richelieu between British regu- 
lars under Colonels Gore and 


Wetherall and the Patriots, or 
rebels (call them which you like) 
under the leadership of Dr. Wol- 
fred Nelson. When Sir John Col- 
borne issued warrants for the 
arrest of Papineau and the other 
leaders on November 11, these 
fled from Montreal to the Rich- 
elieu country, the centre of the 
revolutionary propaganda. The 
troops which had left Montreal on 
the 22nd for Sore! planned a sur- 
prise march to St. Denis, 24 miles 
distant, but the surprise was pre- 
vented by the capture of Lieut. 
Weir, a despatch carrier from the 
governor to Colone] Gore. Weir 
was taken to Wolfred Nelson and 
put under close guard. He did 
not, of course, divulge any mili- 
tary secrets, but his presence was 
a sufficient warning to Dr. Nel- 
son, who at once prepared for 
both defence and attack. He turn- 
ed a large stone house into a 
fortress from which sharpshoot- 
ers were able to fire on the 
soldiers. Soon Gore had his can- 
non at work and the action was 
general. 

Fighting continued al] day with 
comparatively few casualties, but 
when the Patriots were reinforced 
from other villages Gore ordered 
a retreat upon Sorel. In this 
manoeuvre he had further bad 
luck. His guns stuck in the mud 
and a quantity of ammunition, as 


well as several prisoners, fell to 
the Patriots. There is doubt as 
to the real casualty list. The 
Patriots admitted to having 12 
killed and claimed that no fewer 
than 106 were killed of the crown 
force. 

During the battle Wolfred Nel- 
son, fearing that Lieut. Weir 
might be rescued, ordered him to 
be transferred to St. Charles, but 
in the transfer Weir was killed, 
much to Nelson's disgust. Stories 
vary as to his death. Some assert 
that he tried to escape and break 
his parole and was shot in the act 
of escaping; others say that he 
was shot down in cold blood. Two 
days later there was gnother 
battle at St. Charles, This was a 
complete reverse, the rebels were 
put to flight, over 300 were killed 
among the French Canadians, 
many being burned alive as they 
took refuge in barns. Wetherall 
burned the village and the troops 
returned to Montreal. The habi- 
tants were so depressed by the 
defeat at St. Charles that they 
abandoned their arms and the 
revolt in that section was practi- 
cally over, largely because the 
church insisted upon loyalty, 
something quite difficult in the 
Richelieu where in 1775 a large 
number of the residents turned 
traitor and aided Montgomery. 
Later, however, the Richelieu 
district became one of the most 
loyal districts, as did its leader, 
Georges E. Cartier, a rebel in 
1837, Father of Confederation in 
1867.

Editor, Bulletin: Before our city 
council launch out on a large ex- 
penditure for additional machin- 
ery to our steam electric light 
plant, should they not seriously 
consider the advisability of start- 
a hydro power plant of their own 
or in conjunction with the gov- 
ernment? 

Winnipeg city in 1906 was about 
the same population Edmonton is 
today and their council had the 
foresight to put one in 77 miles 
northeast of their city on the 
Winnipeg River. As it proved such 
a success they added another one 
in 1928, six miles from the first. 
Before 1906 their domestic light- 
ing rate for small users was 8 
hour and more— 
in 1908 it was 3 1-3, and in 1922 
2%, and has been ever since— 
just exactly half of our, and ac- 
cording to their own report saved 
their citizens over 50 million dol- 
lars since they installed it, as 
well as paying $1,136,000 towards 
taxes. They have today over 40,- 
000 domestic light ugers and 24,000 
electric range and ‘heating serv- 
ices. 

I believe if our electric power 
situation had been handled differ- 
ently fifteen years ago, and better 
and bigger plans had been made 
for the future, we should have 
had as low rates as Winnipeg ten 
years ago, and instead of today, 
50 or 75 per cent. of our homes 
being supplied with gas ranges, 
they would be using electric 
ranges and materially helping to 
reduce our expenditure and taxes 


insteod of our officials raising 
themselves for making a profit 
at rates fifty to one hundred pei 


cent. higher than Winnipeg 

We have far better and richer 
natura! resources in this province 
than Manitoba ever will have and 
with mining opening up north and 
all the available rivers and lakes

opportunity for such develop- 
ment.

Next Year’s Convention is 
Set for Calgary—Ninety. 


Resolutions Dealt With 
At Meeting Here. 


Having dealt with nearly nine- 
ty resolutions covering pract-cal- 


ly every problem with which 
municipalities are faced today, 
the Alberta Association of Mun- 
icipal Dis.r'cts wound up its suc- 
cessful 27th annual three-day | 
convention at the Macdonald 
hotel, Friday afternoon, In the 
closing minutes of the session, 
Calgary was set as the conven- 
tion city for the 1936 paricy of 
the organization. 


LARGE CONVENTION 


Under the cheirmanship of Paul | 
L. Farnalls, Halkirk, re-elecied to 
his third term as president, the as- 
sociation closed one of the most 
successful conventions in its his- 
tory. Approximately 300 delegates 
from all parts of the province spent 
long hours in discussing the dif- 
ficulties which face Alberta mun- 
icipalities and pasced resolutions 
which are designed to alleviate 
both the relief and taxation bur- 
dens under which districts are suf- | 
fering at the present time. Pro- 
posals adopted by the convention 
will be forwarded to the provincial 
government for its consideration. 

The last session of the conven- | 
tion was devoted mainly to a re- 
view of relief and health issues, 
with Hon, Dr. Wm. Cross, minister 
of health, and A, A. MacKenzie, | 
chairman of the Alberta Relief 
Commission, acting in an advisory 
capacity. Both ministers promised 
delegates every co-operation in re- 
lieving distress so prevalent 
throughout the farming commun- 
ities of the province. 


T.B. TREATMENT 


Support was given a resolution 
that free treatment be given tuber- 
culosis patients in Alberta and that 
the cost of such treatment be 
Spread over the whole province. 

Hon. Dr. Cross explained this 
question was already under con- 
sideration by his department. A}| 
scheme providing for this treat- 
ment and the method of payment 
for such would be contained in a 
prospective bill, which includes the 
proposals favored by the associa- | 
tion. Replying to a remark by one | 
of the delegates that the provincial | 
government. should assume some | 
responsibility for the care of people 
suffering from tuberculosis, Dr 
Cross stated the government in- 
tended asking the dominion to con- | 
tribute toward social services now 
administered by the province, 


HEALTH SERVICES 


Speaking on a resolution calling 
upon the province to continue and 
enlarge health services throughout 
Alberta, which was passed, the min- 
ister of health informed delegates 
that two health units were being 
operated at High River and Red | 
Deer and that he would like to see 
one operating in every mun cipal- | 
ity providing necessary funds could | 
be raised. F 

A full discussion of provincial re- 
lief policies as effecting the rural 
municipalities was held Friday 
afternoon, with Relief Administra- | 
tor MacKenzie answering many 
questions put to him in this con- 
nection. The difficulty faced by 
both rural munic’palities and cities 
with respect to transient relief 
cases who leave the districts who 
are responsible for them and ask 
assistance of cities was reviewed. 
The convention decided steps should 
be taken to prevent such ind gents

REGINA, Nov. 23.—More than a 
dozen telegrams that sped between 
Premier J. G. Gardiner and Prime 
Minister R. B. Bennett in the hectic 
days just before the Dominion Day 
Tiot in Re a €re read into the 
records of the royal commission in- 
vestigat ng the riot Thursday as Mr 
Gardiner testified 

Mr, Gardiner, now Federal Min- 
{ster of Agriculiure, explained in 
detail the position and attitude of 
his government in those pre-riot 
days, when “we were without a 
police force.” Reiterated in his 
evidence was the cortention that 
from June 12 on Federal authorities 
took control of the Royal Cana- 
dian Mounted Police, superseding 
provincial authority, and taking 
charge of the Regina situation 

The federal contention, as seen by 
Mr. Gardiner, was that the trek 
kers were trespassers on railway 
property, and that the province 
should co-operate in halting the 
trek in Regina. The federal solu- 
tion was to remove the men to a 
eamp, in the Lumsden valley 

Tenaciously, Mr. Gardiner's ac- 
count showed, the provincial gov- 
ernment stuck to the contention 
the railways had brought the men 


to Regina and were responsible for 


moving them.
